Coneiderabla damage has been done along the
bauks of the river Schuylbill by the [reshet of
yoeterday, The water has now somewhat sub-
slded, so that all the harmn which has been done
can be ascertained. The front of the Park has
been conglderably dam in some places Ly
the ground and the river wall belng washed
away. A comer of & wharf near the water-
works lLias been torn away. The turbine
wheels are all running and In good order,
but at one time yesterday the water covered the
floor i the torbine whenl-houses to the depth of
a foot nnd a balfl, and it was feared that it wonld
riee otill higher and necessitale the stopping ef
the works, The highest helght of the water
over the dam was elx feet, It has pnow fallen
about one-half, or three foet, and Is still subsi-
ding. ‘The highest polnt was attained about 9
o'clock Inst evening, at which time the water
presented a most furlous appearance. It was
covered with timber and brushwood, and was of
n dirty, dark color, The stream poured over
the dam with a terrifle nolse, taking with it the
flonting substauces, nod dashing them together
below the dam with terrible force.

The freshet, however, even at 118 woret, was
nothiog to compare with the greatone of lust
Year,

" The floor of the Quaker i.'-lt]j' Barge Clubhouse
was covered with water, which did some damage
to the property of the ciab. The wharl at Fair-
mount from which the little river steamers atart
was completely submerged, and only its surface
again appeared  to view this mornlng.  The
wharves on either slde of the river below the
dam ws far south osthe Arsenal were coverad
with water, of which the smallest depth wasone
fool. Considerable lumber and other merchan-
dire etored upon them were carried swayand lost.

The paper mill on Eace street wis surrounded
with water, the street being covered with water
as far east as Twenty-third, The mills nt
Mannyunk were compelled to stop. The
amount of rise of the water was much greater
farther up the river than opposise the eity. The
Wissahickon was very much swollen, and con-
sidernble loss was sustalned along its banks.
The Delaware river at one time was also very
high. At4 o'clock this morning several of the
w:m were under water, but the water subaided

fore any great damnge was done,
